Eisenhower sent Congress today 
an “ em ergency” four - year pro­ 
gram to speed up and expand 
scientific education and maintain 
American leadership.

.scholarships a year for “ able” 
high school graduates who lack 
the financial means to get to col­ 
lege. 
To provide an adequate staff of 
trained college teachers, the pro­ 
gram calls tor 5..KH) graduate fel­ 
lowships over the next four years. 
The President cited no dollar fig­ 
ures In his special message to 
Congress, but the estimated four- 
year cost was placed roughly at 
$1,600,000,000 — about one billion 
dollars in federal funds and WM) 
million in matching funds put up 
by the states and local commun­ 
ities. 
The President's budget called 
for an expenditure of 247 billion 
dollars in the fiscal year starting 
July I — including 225 million in 
new money — to get the science- 
weighted education program under 
way.
